
The Things We Did . . . A building recorded as the oldest high school structure in Elkhart

Goshen High School students. We laughed and cried but we did not find ourselves alone because, through it all, we had our 
fellow schoolmates to share all the good and bad. 

Awareness- a quality of realization, knowledge, alertness, and becoming alive to something-became evident as the belief in 
one s self accentuated. 

Perception- the capacity to comprehend, to be aware, to have insight- was stressed by our administration and faculty who 
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challenged us to the point where we became more perceptive than ever. We had the opportunity to participate in a workshop 
which involved teachers, parents, students, and supportive help. We knew what we felt meant something to those who made 
the decisions which affected us. Our feelings were truly heard and this attitude prevailed through the entire school year. 

Beliefs-the quality of trust and confidence placed in a person or thing- was truly witnessed in many of the activities at GHS, 
something that was not such an important part of students' lives in the past.

The Redskins were led by senior quarterback Kirby 
Thompson and running back Kevin Cotherman who was the 
first Redskin ever to gain 1,000 yards in one season. 

Most Valuable Lineman went to Neal Yoder and the Most 
Valuable Back went to Kevin Cotherman. He was also the 
leading ground gainer. Yoder led the defense in tackles with 
62 solos and 57 assist while Cotherman dominated the rush- 
ing yardage, gaining 1,088. The Paul Underwood Mental 
Attitude Award went to Thompson.

Goshen's track team set four new records before its season came to an end. Senior 
Brian Warstler headed the record-breaking performances with a 1 :55.3 clocking in the 
880 yard run follwed by Neal Yoder who scaled the high hurdles (440 yard) in 1 5.3, Jay 
Sleppy who pole vaulted to a height of 13'-10 1 /2 feet, and Tom Bailey who threw the 
discus a distance of 134'-11". 

The Redskins ended their season with a 9-5 mark overall and topped the conference 
standings by going undefeated with a 7-0 record. 

Receiving awards were two seniors and one sophomore. Senior Warstler was 
honored as the Most Valuable; Neal Yoder, Paul Underwood Mental Attitude Award; 
and Tom Bailey, Most Improved Award. Serving as tri-captains wers Yoder, Neil Miller, 
and Maurie Kline. Carl Weaver was the coach.

Skins Very Successful 



For the first time in many years the Goshen High School baseball 
team competed in conference play, the Northern Lakes Confer- 
ence, and came in second best to the Plymouth Pilgrims. 

Goshen's conference record was 9-5 which gave the 'Skins a tie 
with Wawasee. Conference action was played during the summer 
months in 1976. 

Hitting was probably the weakest part of the team but sophomore 
catcher Steve Swihart hammered out a .284 average followed 
closely by senior first baseman Bruce Kotek with a .281 average. 
Junior third baseman Steve Yoder finished next with a .243 aver- 
age. 

It was defensive that gained the spotlight with the infield of Yoder, 
senior shortstop Scott Hostetler, senior second baseman Kirby 
Thompson and Kotek setting an all-time defensive record by com- 
mitting only 20 errors.
